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U.S. to Send 
Spaceship on 
Million-Mile 

Journey Soon 


WASHINGTON (AP)—A 
Ranger I spacecraft—first ver- 
sion of a vehicle that later this 
year may crash-land on the 
moon—will be launched on a 
1,000,000-mile roundtrip journey 
into space within the next few 
_ days. 

The National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration des- 
cribed in detail Monday its 
newest and most complicated ex- 
periment in lunar and planetary 
exploration. But NASA declin- 
ed to give the exact date the 
launch attempt will be made at 
Cape Canaveral. 


NASA said the 675-pound Ran- 
ger will be fired first into a 
brief “parking orbit” 115 miles 
above the earth.. For about 13 
minutes Ranger I will zoom 
along at 18,000 miles an hour, 
high above the Atlantic Ocean, 
as though it were a regulation 
earth satellite. 


Then its Agena-B second-stage 
rocket will fire up for a second 
time to accelerate Ranger I to a 
velocity of 23,800 miles an hour 
and start it on a trajectory 
685,000 miles out into space. 


It deliberately will not be 
aimed at the moon. 


The craft is expected to reach 
the perigee, or closest point to 
earth, of its eceentric orbit in 
September at an altitude of 37,- 
500 miles—some 58 days after 
launching. 


The s ip may be unable 
to regain orbital course, how- 
ever, and may plunge into the 
earth’s atmosphere and be de- 
stroyed by fire. 


NASA said there also is a 
slight possibility the craft may 
reach earth-escape velocity. In 
that event, it would join two 
US. Pioneer IV and 
V—and two i Soviet 
probes in orbit around the sun.

system, Ranger 1 has 19,520 
working electronic parts. 

It is a forerunner of vehicles 
that will rough-land instrument- 
ed packages on the moon. With 
further refinements, it eventual-

Ranger II, a similar test shot, 
is planned for Autumn. Ranger 
Ill is on NASA’s program for 
late this year. It is designed 
to take television pictures of 
the moon and to crash into the 
moon shortly after releasing a 
50-pound instrument pack that 
could survive a lunar landing. 
and send moonquake data back 
to earth, 


The remaining two shots in 
the Ranger series would come 
next year.

Daiei’s Spectacular ‘Shakya’ 
Most Costly Film Made Here

A Japanese en 4 producer, 
inspired by the success of 
American movie spectaculars 
based on biblical stories, has 
filmed the life of Buddha. 

Patterned after such stories 
as “The Ten Commandments” 
and “Ben Hur,” the film on the 
life and times of Buddha will be 
the biggest and most expensive 
film ever made in Japan, Asia's 
foremost film producing nation. 

The film will be titled 
“Shakya” (Buddha) and is slated 
for November release in Japan. 
It was filmed in 70-mm process 
with six-track magnetic sound, 
a cast of 20,000 and a cost of 
$1,500,000, according to Masa- 
ichi Nagata, president of Daiei 
Studios. Nagata, the film's pro- 
ducer, said its production cost 
was five times that of any movie 
previously produced by Japa- 


nese companies in Japan. 

Nagata said he expected the 
movie to be a big success at the 
box office. He predicted it 
would earn more than §$5,500,- 
000, with at least 50 per cent 
of this coming from overseas 
distribution. 

He said several American 
film companies already have ex- 
pressed interest in handling its 
overseas distribution. But he 
did not say what companies.

That ever popular Eiji Yosht- 
kawa romance “Miyamoto 
Musashi” which has as its hero 
Musashi, the epitome of all 
that is noble and valiant and 
humane and artistic, in short, 
the ideal of the samurai spirit 

as ternpered by Zen philosophy 
iad artistic understanding, 
strides the stage again in the 
most orthodox and popular of 
its stage versions at Meijiza 
this month, with Ryunosuke 
Tatsumi of the Shinkokugeki 


Troupe in the role of the 
celebrated hero. 
Actually not too much is 


known historically of the real- 
life character of Miyamoto 
Musashi, but there are several 
austere brush paintings in 
bold free Zen style credited to 
his brush and now numbered 
among the nation’s art 
treasures, to attest to that angle 
of his intriguing many-faceted 
character. 


He has been recorded also as 
a man of intense austere severi- 


ty and int ~ skilled 
swordsman who had no equal, 
taciturn and thoughtful, a 


scholar, a man of refined tastes 
as well as military valor, who 
after having be gen long years as 
an unattach samurat, finally 
chose to serve Lord Hosokawa. 

The Yoshikawa novel starts 


with Musashi as a young in- 


corrigible lad who goes out to 
the Sekigahara battle to seek 
his fortunes but makes the mis- 
take of joining the losing side. 
His companion Matahachi, much 
weaker in character than Mu- 
sashi, goes astray thereafter 
in the company of Oko, a 
charming woman of strong will 
and unsavory repute, for which 
Matahachi’s old mother blames 
Musashi and starts out in 
dogged pursuit of him te take 
revenge and kill him. 

The earlier half of the novel 
is presented in Parts I and II 
respectively on the matinee and 
evening programs, each seven 
acts long. But even then the 
story is only half told, and if 
the troupe should choose to do 
so, there should be at some 
future time two more parts to 
complete the full cycle. 

Actually the novel itself is 


too’ simple in its lines and 
characterizations to fully depict 
the profundity or depth of the 
character, but the very simpli- 
city serves to give an almost 
classic aspect to this essentially 
popular romance. Its idealiza- 
tion of its hero and of the 
fictional heroine Otsu in their 
tender but platonic relationshif® 
adds to this aspect of the novel. 


In the play, even what sug- 
estion of the man’s inner con- 
ict and growth in spiritual 
stature is to be found in the 
novel, is lost to a great degree 
as it becomes apparent instead 
just how much of the novel 
is made up of one mortal com- 
bet after another. This, of 
course, offers a perfect setup 
for the famous Shinkokugeki 
combat scenes; but it becomes 
very difficult to see with just 
what change in attitude the 
hero greets each new conflict, 
in which he of course ifvari- 
ably comes out the winner. 

As the current production is 
concerned mainly with the 
hero’s early years, some of the 
most familiar and dramatic of 
scenes that occur in his slight- 
ly more mature years are stil! 
a thing of the future. How. 
ever, these early scenes serve 
to show the influence that the 
eccentric priest Takuan had 
in molding the man out of the 
defiant youth whose promise 
Takuan recognized and set about 
to leash the more unruly 
elements in his. character. 


Takuan, the begufing and 
wily priest, outwardly so mild 
and harmless and perhaps even 
a little moronic, but at times 
showing the true iron of his 
composition, is played by Shogo 
Shimada. This same actor also 
appears in the contrasting role 
of the swordsman Sasaki Kojiro, 
Musashi’s great antagonist who 
after years of rivalry is finally 
defeated in a flashing duel by 
Musashi—the finale of the novel 
to which the current production 
does not yet progress, although 
the character is introduced. 


The rebirth of young Musashi 
as a dignified and well-educated 
samurai from the earlier ragged 
and unruty defiance, his grow- 
ing confidence in his uncon- 
querable sword followed by a 
morose and brooding loneliness 
as he finds himself despised, 
feared and alone, are the trends 
in the hero’s development that 
are shown in the currently 
showing scenes. Tatsumi does 
better at this later dark mood

Enter Baseball’s 
‘Hall of Fame 
COOPERSTOWN, N.Y. (AP) 


—Baseball reached into the past 
to honor two of its former stars 
Monday when Max Carey and 
the late Billy Hamilton were in- 
ducted formally into the Hall 
of Fame. 

Bronze plaques of Carey and 
Hamilton were to be unveiled 
in front of the National Base- 
ball Hall of Fame and Museum . 
in this historic community of 
2,500, swollen to 10,000 for the 
occasion. 

Carey, 71, was able to accept 
the honors personally. Hamil- 
ton, who died in 1940, was to 
be represented by members of 
his family. 

In an era of booming home 
runs that threaten to break Babe 
Ruth’s old record of 1927, two 
oldtimers were being honored 
for their base stealing skills. In- 
credible as it may seem in the 
present day, Hamilton once 
stole 115 bases for Philadelphia 
in the National League in 1891 
and wound up his career with 
937 stolen bases, counting two 
years with Kansas City in the 
American Associatio which 
then considered itself a major 
league, 

Carey, led the National in 
stolen bases for 10 years and in 
1922 he was thrown out only 
twice in 53 attempts. 

Hamilton played in the Na- 
tional League from 1890 to 1901 
and Carey played in the same 
league from 1910 to 1929, man- 
aging the Dodgers in 1932-33 un- 
til replaced by Casey Stengel. 

The addition of Carey and 
Hamilton raised the total to 86 
plaques now hanging in the 
Hall of Fame room.

The mining and manufactur- 
ing production index in June 
s at 274.6 against the base 
figure of 100 for 1955, an in- 
crease of 1.6 per cent over the 
previous month, the Interna- 
tional Trade and _ Industry 
Ministry announced yesterday. 

After being adjusted for sea- 
sonal factors, the rise was an 
increase of 2.6 per cent over the 
previous month and 21.9 per 
cent over the corresponding 
month of the previous year. 

The machinery industry in- 
dex registered a big increase of 
5.1 per cent over the previous 
month, reflecting active demand 
for equipment investment and 
durable consumer goods. 

Almost all other industries 
registered increases. 

The average production index 
during the period of January 
through June this year was 
263.7, or an increase of 20.5 per 
cent over the ‘corresponding 
period of the previous year. 
This constituted an increase of 
11.4 per cent over the previous 
half year period (July-Decem- 
ber 1960). 

Industry-wise, the increase in 
the machinery industry topped 
the list with a rise of 35.7 per 
cent over the corresponding 
period of the previous year. 

In addition, the iron and 
steel, petroleum, coal products 
and leather industry also in- 
creased by more than 20 per 
cent over those of the same 
period. 


Capital goods marked an in- 
crease of 46.1 per cent over the 
like period of the preceding 
year, while durable goods in- 
creased by 20.2 per cent.

Korean Economy Reduced 
Almost to Standstill 


By JOSEPH Z. REDAY 


In my last article I cited some 
of the things the new Military 
Government has done in Korea 
since it took over in May. They 
are long overdue political re- 
forms for which I think the mil- 
itary should receive’ credit. 
Maybe any Government could 
have carried them out; they did 
not require profound thought 
or difficult judgment. The fact 
remains, however, that no Gov- 
ernment ever did carry oyt any 
of these things before. \ The 


military must now tackle the 
vastly more difficult jo get- 
ting the stalled econo back 


in motion. 


One of the major reasons for 
the generals in Korea taking 
power when they did was the 
plight of the poorer two-thirds 
of the Korean population, many 
of whom were actually hungry. 
The farm economy on which 
these two-thirds of all Koreans 
subsist is not sufficiently pro- 
ductive to give them enough to 
eat for 12 months in the year, 
and the industrial and commer- 
cial economy of the country, 
never robust, has been gradual- 
ly coming to a halt ever since, 
in a burst of idiocy, the hwon 
dollar rate of exchange was 


doubled in January and Febru- 


ry. Accentuating the distress 
was a hoarding of rice stocks by 
the traders holding liens on 
them. 


The Military Government im- 
mediately after coming to power 
ordered the rice stocks released 
to the market. Fearful of in- 
flation the military also froze all 
prices and set about enforcing 
an austerity in consumption 
spending of all kinds. It has 
extended credits of one kind or 
another to farmers, and pro%ab- 
ly will keep the _ rice-price- 
fertilizer-price relationship ad- 
justed so that the farmer gets a 
better net return. 


To this extent the new Gov- 
ernment seems successful. Plen- 
ty of Koreans remained hungry, 
but the available rice did get 
into the market, and I think the 
farmer has a little more cash 
than before. Prices also have 
been held down, but here it is 
because the deflationary forces 
in the economy have been much 
stronger than those of inflation. 
There simply has not been 
enough purchasing power in 
the country to drive prices up, 
no matter what the political un- 
certainty and the consequent 
temptation to hoard. 


Deep Depression 

It is this deflation and depres- 
sion which the generals in Ko- 
rea must lick. They have add- 
ed to it, necessarily, by firing 
10 per cent of the government 
workers and chasing all of the 
small peddlers and unlicensed 
shops off the streets. Unemploy- 
ment was heavy before and has 
become heavier as a result. The 
present situation is one of deep 
depression. : 


The depression began, of 
course, before the Military 
Government. Plants have been 
shutting down, and others have 
been reducing hours of operation 
over the past five or six months, 
throwing workers into unem- 
ployment and reducing further 
the already abysmally low pur- 
chasing power in the country. 
At present the weaving indus- 
try, as one example, is operat- 
ing at somewhere between 20 
and 30 per cent of capacity and 
even then is putting much of 
its product into inventory hop- 
ing for a business pick up in 
September. One mill I know, out 
of cash, paid its employes in 
cloth but the employes could 


not sell the cloth either and are 
now idle, 

Indicating how critical the 
depression is, ICA funds in dol- 
lars have been going begging 
for months because nobody has 
the hwon funds or is willing 
to risk them in buying dol- 
lars from imports. A total of 
$35 million in ICA dollars for 
various imports have been of- 
fered in the past week or 60; 
less than $30,000 were bought. 
There is no currency black mar- 
ket; the price offered for green- 
backs (U.S. dollar cash) is less 
than the official rate of 1,300 
to 1, and export dollars which 
usually command a premium of 
about, 20 per cent or more are 
now selling at just about face 
value with not many takers. 
When the government lifted its 
price freeze last week on all 
commodities except rice, barley 
and anthracite coal, no prices 
went up. 

‘Exchange Rate of Hwon 

The Government must find 
some way to break out of. this 
economic impasse, and in my 
judgment that most dramatic 
single action it could take 
would be to reduce the ex- 
change rate from the present 
1,300 hwon to the dollar down 
to about 1,000 or so to 1 

Raising the Korean exchange 
rate to 1,300 to 1 last February 
was one of the most idiotic 
pieces of economics I personal- 
ly have ever encountered. There 
was nothing whatever in the 
Korean economy except a large- 
ly fictitious presumed black-mar- 
ket rate on the hwon to justify 
it, and every reason to expect 
that the shock would stall the 
always precarious Korean eco- 
nomy. It did. 

The Korean economy is 680 
dependent upon imports that 
the exchange rate largely deter- 
mines the going price level of 
the whole internal market. The 
exchange rate doubled in Janu- 
ary and February, Le., the cost 
in hwon for each dollar of im- 
ports ‘became twice as much as 
before, and the internal market 
predictably was unable to fol- 
low; the purchasing power was 
too low and the price jump too 
steep. The consumer simply 
had to stop buying, the traders 
stopped risking their funds to 
import, and industry gradually 
has slowed down its operations 
further and further. 

As it stands at present, there 
is probably not a single com- 
modity on the internal market 
in Korea that sells or can sell at 
a price as high as the equiva- 
lent of the import price at an 
exchange rate of 1,300 hwon to 
1. This statement goes also for 
the Korean manufactures 
made from imported raw mate- 
rials or intermediates. It is a 
situation that must have im- 
mediate correction. Either in- 
ternal prices must be forced up 
with all that that would mean 
in effect on food cost to the 
population, for example—or the 
exchange rate must be adjusted 
so that imports cost less in 
hwon. The latter seems by far 
the most logical. 

Possible U.S. Reaction 

The Korean generals will 
have an unholy row on their 
hands with the American au- 
thorities in attempting to adjust 
the exchange rate down, since 
the present rate was forced 
upon the Korean Government 
by them, chiefly as a means of 
easing the cost to the U.S. mill- 
tary of the things it purchased 
in Korea including currency. 
The present Military Govern- 
ment, however, has no popular!i- 
ty with the U.S. authorities any- 
way. 
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Merely being on the scene doesn’t make 
you an expert on Japanese securities.

Paper Says 
Britain Must 
Join EEC 


LONDON (Kyodo-Reuter) — 
The Economist, a leading in- 
dependent political and econo- 
mic weekly, said Sunday that 
opposition to British entry into 
the Common Market was 
mounting, but no serious alter- 
native existed and the oppor- 
tunity would not wait. 

“The Buropean Community 
is taking shape fast. This year 
may well be the last in which 
Britain can enter with a fair 
hope of helping to shape it,” 
it said. 

The Economist has for some 
time been urging the British 
Government to join the Com- 
mon Market, 

The Government should hesi- 
tate no longer, it said, adding: 

“The French in private ex- 
changes have gone as far as 
they are prepared to go on the 
Commonwealth problem in ad- 
vance of a formal negotiation 
—and that is quite a long way. 

“They have agreed to asso- 
ciate British African territories 
on the same terms as their 
own, and to extend free entry 
arrangements to vital Asian 
tropical products like tea. 

“They are prepared, it seems, 
to renegotiate items of the com- 
mon tariff; this could presum- 
ably take care of the vital Cana- 
dian raw materials, like alumi- 
num and newsprint.” 

Finally, the French recogniz- 
ed that New Zealand’s agricul- 
ture must have special treat- 
ment. 

There remained the problem 
of agriculture generally—above 
all, of meat and grain from Aus- 
tralia and Canada. 

With the French peasants 
out on the barricades, German 
ones barracking Dr. Konrad 
Adenauer, the Federal Chancel- 
lor, on the hustings, and the 
prairies under drought, no-one 
could pretend this would be 
easy to solve. 

“But here, too, difficulty is 
not a reason for delay,” the 
journal said. 

“The Common Market's agri- 
cultural policies (like its Afri- 
can association) are now at a 
crucial formative stage. It will 
not help New Zealand and Aus- 
tralia (or Ghana and Nigeria) 
if ‘Britain waits to try to join 
until the plans have crystalliz- 
ed : 


“Almost every week some 
new feature of the Common 
Market takes final shape, nar- 
rowing the field open to nego- 
tiation.” : 

The Economist contended 
that when all the objections 
had been aired, an alternative 
to the policy of applying to join 
the European community and 
negotiating to protect the in- 
terests of the Commonwealth 
and the European free trade as- 
grou was impossible to 
find.

The raising of the Bank of 
Japan’s official discount rate, 
announced suddenly Friday, 
indicates that the Government 
has realized the need for slow- 
ing down the fast growth of the 
nation’s eonomy. It could even 
be taken as a switch in the 
Ikeda Administration’s expan- 
sionist economic policy. 


The recent bank rate increase 
was the first in one year and 
seven months. 


Already back in May, the 
Bank of Japan authorities seem 
to have planned a bank rate but 
it was delayed because they 
could not obtain the Govern- 
ment’s agreement. The Govern- 
ment had been extremely reluc- 
tant in revising its economic 
policy designed for a high rate 
of economic growth. 


The Government finally ap- 
proved the Bank of Japan's 
lan for the following reason: 

spite the Government's opti- 
mistic outlook, the deficits in 
the nation’s international pay- 
ments continued to grow steadi- 
ly, so that the foreign curren- 
cy reserves, which totaled §$2,- 
035 million in April, were ex- 
pected to dwindle to $1,850 mil- 
lion by the end of this month. 


The worsening international 
payment balance was blamed 
on the rapidly mounting im- 
ports by Japanese industrial 
manufacturers who want to 
buy foreign machinery and 
equipment to enlarge their pro- 
ductive capacity. 


To apply brakes on this in- 
vestment rush, the Government 
called for a 10 per cent reduc- 
tion in equipment investment. 
But, the business world seem- 
ed to prefer a bank rate hike 
rather than an “order” to slow 
down. 


The small bank rate raise of 
0.356 per cent hardly deserves 
the name of a change in eco- 
nomic policy. It should rather 
be taken as a warning bell to 
the economic world or a preven- 
tive measure against a further 
deterioration of the internation- 
al payment situation and the 
“overheating” of business act- 
ivities. 

The success of the Govern- 
ment step depends on how far 
it will check the equipment in- 
vestment and consumer demand. 


Electric Fans in Demand 


Reflecting the recent swelter- 
ing weather and the elevated 
living standards of the masses, 
the sale of electric appliances 
for summer use is on the whole 
rising at a rate much faster 
than previously anticipated. 

A spectacular sales record has 
been scored by electric fans. 

Although a combined total of 
some 1,700,000 to 2 million elec- 
tric fans was believed to be put 
out by various electric appliance 
makers throughout the country 
this year, already most Tokyo 
department stores and retail 
stores have reported that their 
stock of this item has been 
practically depleted. 

Meanwhile, electric refrigera- 
tors of the standard size rang- 
ing in capacity from 90 to 100 
liters are found short of supply. 
Makers place their total com- 
bined output somewhere  be- 
tween 1,400,000 to 1,500,000 but 
wholesalers predict that their 
stocks will be completedly con- 
sumed by the end of the month. 


As for air conditioners for 
home use, although the sales 
this year are larger than last 
year, makers are unable to see 
their sales rise by 50 r cent 
as they first anticipated and 20 
to 30 per cent of their prod-

Hokkaido Sugar Plants 


The Agriculture-Forestry Min- 
istry has authorized the estab- 
lishment of beet sugar plants 
in Hokkaido for only two out 
of the nine sugar manufactur- 
ing companies which applied 
for permission. 

The two companies were the 
Dai Nippon Sugar Manufactur- 
ing Co., Ltd. and the Hokuren 
Federation of Agriculture Co- 
operative Unions. 


The majority of the sugar 
refining companies in Japan use 
imported cane sugar as their 
material, and the few companies 
that use beet sugar depend al- 
most entirely on home-grown 
products. 


However, changes in the over- 
seas supply situation and the 
advancement in the methods of 
sugar refining have drawn the 
attention of the bigger sugar 
manufacturing companies here 
to the advantages of refining 
beet sugar. 


These companies have been 
drawing up plans for building 
refining plants in Hokkaido, 
which is considered the most 
appropriate place in Japan for 
growing beet sugar. 

However, the Agriculture- 
Forestry Ministry, worried about 
future overproduction and fiuc- 
tuations in farm management, 
withheld for three years per- 
mission to~build the new beet 
sugar plants. 

Observers believe the current 
authorization for two companies 
was based on a political decision 
by the new Agriculture-Forestry 
Minister Ichiro Kono, 

The two companies are sched- 
uled to build in Hokkaido plants 
capable of refining 1,200 tons 
of beet sugar a day within next 
year. Equipment will be im- 
ported from West Germany. 


Alumina Purchase 


According to metal industry 
sources, some U.S. and Aus- 
tralian metal makers have offer- 
ed to Japanese aluminum refin- 
ers to buy an amount of more 
than 200,000 tons of alumina 
yearly. 


The same sources say that al- 
though the Japanese refiners are 
deeply interested in the offers 
they are apprehensive whether 
they would be able to carry out 
all these foreign orders satis- 
factorily. 


The sources ascribe this to 
the fact that 200,000 tons ac- 
counts for nearly half the 
amount of alumina these Japa- 
nese refiners are capable of re- 
fining annually at present and 
also because the domestic de- 
mand for aluminum is fast 
growing. 

According to the sources, 
some of the Japanese refiners 
are of the opinion that these 
foreign orders should be accept- 
ed by all means in order to 
secure Japan's export market in 
foreign countries.

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Marking Time on Berlin 


~ On Saturday night, the British Foreign Secretary, Lord 
Home, urged Soviet Premier Khrushchev to “drop the 
Weapon of ultimatum” and negotiate for a settlement of 


the Berlin crisis. 


The minister remarked that Mr. 


Khrushchev had 


recently proclaimed that West Berliners would be left to 
decide their own future, that Western troops could remain 
in the divided city under a new arrangement, and that 
means might be found of guaranteeing Western access. 
“Tf he is genuine in those intentions,” said Lord Home, 
“then we might all be able to come to an honorable and 


just settlement.” 
But it is clear that the 


conciliatory announcements 


by the Soviet Premier quoted by Lord Home were made 
after Mr. Khrushchev had perceived the strength of the 

position to his proposals on the subject of Berlin and 
Sieh. Apparently, Mr. Khrushchev has thought it 


wise to soften his standpoint 


to the extent of pretending 


that after all if he gets his way it will not make much 


difference to the Western powers. 


But the world should 


know the Soviet leader well enough by this time to realize 
that he would not be so insistent on securing changes in 
the status of Berlin if he did not think he and his satellites 
were going to benefit. by them. 


Mr. Khrushchev's policy with regard to Germany and 


Berlin has long been on the 
action.

Every now and then he tries to heat up the 


controversial furnace, apparently to test the international 


climate, and then retracts just a little. 


It is obvious that 


he gives up nothing but every now and then his pressures 
become a trifle less urgent.

time Moscow manages to keep the initiative. 

- U.S. Undersecretary of State Chester Bowles said Satur- 
day the Berlin crisis was going to get worse in the months 
ahead.

After due consideration of the latest developments in 
the situation, it appears to us that there is nothing for 
the Western powers to do than to continue their previous 
policy while at the same time seeing to it that their 
military defenses are in good shape. We doubt whether 
Moscow is prepared to take sufficient action to force an 
armed showdown but the free nations must be prepared 
for any eventuality. Mr. Khrushchev may try to save 
face by signing an empty “peace treaty” with the East 
German Reds but if an attempt is made to implement 
such a treaty by trespassing.on Western rights the reply 
must be given—‘“thus far shall you go but no further.”

WASHINGTON—In its obliga- 
tion to prepare the ple for 
the perils that may befall this 
autumn over Berlin—and 
sibly also anywhere in Asia the 
Red Chinese may choose to push 
the button—the Kennedy Ad- 
made a hard 
choice of alternatives. 

It has elected to risk saying 
too little, and thus possibly 
fostering public complacency or 
confusion, rather than risk say- 
ing too much, and thus setting 


off too many alarm bells al- 
together. 
President Kennedy and 


Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
are, in fact, much busier and 
more firmly “in charge” on the 
inside than they look to be on 
the outside. Their principal 
activities are being centered not 
so much on public opinion 
as on the opinions of those 
who for the moment are more 
decisive — Congress and the 
Allied leaders. 


Kennedy, for one illustration, 
is doing the most strenuous per- 
sonal lobbying with individual 
members of Congress for his 
foreign aid program. Nothing 
quite like it has been seen be- 
Franklin D. Roosevelt 
was always putting the pressure 
on Capitol Hill; but he did Kk 
primarily through his staff. 


President Kennedy is applying 
the heat in the most direct and 
personal way-—face to face, 
man to man, and one man at 
atime. 

Secretary Rusk is busying 
himself more with the true core 
of his job, preparing high policy 
recommendations for the Presi- 
dent, than in trying to explain 
the situation to the public. His 
public pronouncements would 
often rival Calvin Coolidge’s 
for laconic understatement. 

And he is spending no time 
at all to show hdw powerful 
is Dean Rusk and how less 
than powerful are the profes- 
sional White House foreign poli- 
cy advisers. If Rusk is, in 
fact, being outargued at any 
point by these men, wise ob- 
servers will not assume that 
such a situation will continue. 

It is this correspondent’s firm

ment to reject the Geneva 
agreement outright. It should, 
however, try to make Japan's 
textile export position as favor- 
able as possible by conducting 
negotiations individually with 
the United States and European 
countries.—Tokyo Shimbun . 


The international textile con- 
ference in Geneva, which closed 
on Friday after adopting a pro- 
visional agreement on textile 
trade matters, undeniably creat- 
ed the impression that its origi- 
nal objective to expand. the 
markets for  textile-exporting 
countries has virtually been 
abandoned. Japan has im 
voluntary controls on its textile 
exports for the past four years. 
As a result of this restraint, 
Japan has seen its textile ex- 
ports to the United States 
shrink by 72 per cent. Mean- 
while rival Hongkong, which 
has refused to exercise any 
controls on its textile exports, 
has enroached on Japan's textile 
market in the U.S. It was only 
natural In these circumstances 
that the Japanese delegate to 
the Geneva conference should 
have refused to approve parts 
of the agreement extremely un- 
favorable to Japan. Japan is 
now placed in a position where 
it must open negotiations with 
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West European countries who 
still impose import restrictions 
on Japan’s textile products with 
only a slim hope of ever reach- 
ing any satisfactory agreement.

President Ayub wants free arms 
for the Pakistani Army; no arms 
for India.

First they are used for 
maneuvers against the Afghans 
in the north. This in turn 
brings MIG. 17s and Ilyushin 
bombers plus truck caravans of 
Russian arms across Afghanistan 
to the Pakistan border. Afghan- 
istan is trying to stay neutral, 
accepts educational aid from 
the University of Wyoming and 
highway-airport aid from the 
U.S. technicians. But faced 
with the U.S. equipped Paki- 
stani Army in the south, it im- 
ports arms from Moscow. 

Second, Russian arms in Af- 
ghanistan werry the Iranians, 
and the Shah of Irau asks the 
U.S.A, for more arms. When 
I was in Tehran last year he 
complained bitterly to me about 
this. This means more arms 
from us and more drain on 
the budget. 

Third, U.S. arms to Pakistan 
cause India to import more 
arms. While the Indians don’t 
get arms free, we in turn give 
credits in food of several mil- 
lion dollars, which relieve the 
Indian treasury so it can afford 
to buy arms. 

Thus ricochet U.S. arms 
which the austere tough-talking 
President of Pakistan says he 
wants from us. 

Unfortunate Factor No. 4— 
There was a time when tHe 
U2 flights from Pakistan over 
Russia may have made mili- 
tary aid to Pakistan worthwhile. 
But since Central Intelligence 
and the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion sent Francis Gary Powers 
over Russia at the most inop- 
portune of all times—just be- 
fore the summit conference— 
there have been no more U2 
flights. President Ayub is just 
as fearful of Russian threats 
as other U.S. allies. 

Unfortunate Factor No. 5— 
President Ayub Khan runs just 
as tight a dictatorship as Fidel 
Castro. It’s friendly to us, of 
course, and'on the whole it’s 
benevolent. But there is no 
freedom of the press, no par- 
liamentary government, no civil 
liberties. You can get arrested 
for playing your radio too loud, 
or for changing the oil of your 
car on the side of the road. 
It’s honest and efficient, but it’s 
a dictatorship just the same. 


Meanwhile, nearby, India, which list. 


Ayub wants us to boycott, 
operates one of the few de 
mocracies in Asia. 

Those were some of the back- 
stage factors which the senators 
who praised Ayub didn’t know 
about, but which President Ken- 
nedy had to wrestle with.

gions, such as Nagano and 
Yamanashi. The tengusa is 
bolied in water, and when the 
strained liquid is cooled in 
oblong boxes, it becumes jelly- 
like. This jelly is called tokoro- 
ten. 


The tokoroten is placed out- 
doors in .the cold for several 
days to freeze. The frozen 


jelly is then dried in the sun, 
and finally becomes kanten. 

It is recorded that Minoya 
Tarouemon of Fushimi, near 
Kyoto, first made kanten in 
1652. The famous Buddhist 
priest Ingen who erected the 
Manpukuji Temple at Obaku- 
san in 1661 named it kKanten 
(cold weather), as it is made 
in the cold winter weather. 

The jellylike tokoroten has 
been much eaten since Edo 
days during the hot weather, 
as it can be easily cooled by 
placing it in cold water. It is 
still sold in rural districts as a 
cooling delicacy in summer. An 
oblong cake of tokoroten is put 
into a long narrow wooden box 
that has a wire mesh at the 
bottom. When the jelly is 
pushed from the other end, it 
comes out in narrow shreds. 
The shreds are eaten with 
vinegar or sweet syrup. 

Tokoroten was also formerly 
much used for printing pur- 

Letters or pictures were 
written in indelible ink on 
paper and was placed face 
down on the flat surface of 
the tokoroten. When the pap- 
er was lifted off, the writing 
remained on the tokoroten sur- 
face. By placing a sheet of 
paper upon the surface and 
rubbing it slightly, a clear im- 
pression was made on the pap- 
er. Quite a number of prints 
were obtained from one origi- 
nal.
